been made during the past year by Professor j 
Frank Cushman, w ho has charge of an ex 
ploring expedition in the »Salt River valley 
in southern Arizona. 
The remains of an 
ancient 
city 
were found. 
Investigation 
showed th at the city extended out in ail 
directions from a palace or temple. 
The 
foundations of many of the houses had been 
exposed, many of them consisting of but a 
single room: but now and then there would 
be one of larger and more ample proportions, 
and in most of these larger one there had 
been found burial vaults and skeletons. 
Two 
thousand of these skeletons had been ex­ 
humed. 
There was a general burial ground 
where the dead seemed to have been throw n 
in promiscuously. 
Large quantities of pottery were found in 
the tombs and dwellings. 
The finer pieces 
were of many different shades, but were all 
of light color, with black m arkings and fig­ 
ures, rem inding one greatly of ancient Egyp­ 
tian pottery. 
The inferior specimens look 
much like th at made by tho Arizona Indians 
of to-day. 
No iron, copper or metal instru­ 
ments of any kind have been found, but 
great quantities of stone axes, stone 
pestles 
and m ortars, bone needles and knives and 
other such m aterials as belong to the stone 
•age. 
But tho skill with which these articles 
were made was far superior to that shown 
by tho Indians found in America by the 
whites. 
Mr. Cushman had found a good deal of 
wheat and barley and other grain, all of it in 
a charred and blackened condition, and he 
had also traced several canals and had found 
the ruins of a large reservoir, so that he had 
no doubt th at extensive irrigation had been 
carried on, and that all tho valley had been 
under cultivation. 
He thinks there m ust 
have been a population of at least ‘¿5,000 in 
the ruined city he was exploring, and that 
most of the inhabitants lived by cultivating 
the soil of the surrounding country. 
Mr. Cushman thinks th at these ancient 
dwellers “suffered from some great calam ity 
like the inhabitants of Herculaneum a n l 
Pompeii. 
It was probably an earthquake. I 
have found skeletons under the walls of 
houses lying as if tho walls had suddenly 
fallen upon the pei*son and orushe 1 him to 
death. 
They were no doubt a religious j>eo- 
ple, and strongly superstitious, so that they 
saw in the calam ity th at befell them a w arn­ 
ing to seek some other abode. They probably 
moved south, and it may have been their de­ 
scendants th at the Spaniards found in Mex­ 
ico. 
They were certainly equal in intelli­ 
gence and general advancem ent to the Az­ 
tecs. ” 
Specimens of the houses and implements 
have been gathered for tho Smithsonian insti­ 
tution, in the interest of which the investiga­ 
tion has been conducted.
